Spring Aspect of the Diurnal Lepidoptera Fauna of §irvan District 
(Siirt Province) (South East Turkey)

Within the field programs of the year 2008, the authors visited Ormanbagi (Figs.1-5) and 
Qeltikyolu territories (Fig.6) in §irvan District (Siirt Province)^ in South East Turkey between 23-26 
April, 2008, in order to determine the spring aspects of the diurnal Lepidoptera fauna.^ The 
studied area and the selected species recorded are illustrated below. Totally 46 species of the 
diurnal Lepidoptera recorded by the authors are listed. New records are marked with "#"for the 
district. Hibernated species are marked with "*". Additionally some other insects observed at 
Ormanbagi are also illustrated (Figs. 10, 20, 21).
